It is generally conceded that COURI-CSS lias 


ileiu-cciitteil \vithili twenty 
yi-ltni. 
It no 


louyor leail« tlie public sentiinent of the 
country. 
It is no longer looked to for tho 


highest type of political thought, ability, or 
character. It no longer fairly represents 
the political sagacity or huainoss capacity 
of the country. Its speeches aro seldom 
printed in full or quoted with admiration, 
and to be a member ot it 1ms ceased to con- 
fer honor. Its nets aro constantly criticised 
nnd its character is aspersed by the papers 
of all parties. 
Though it has able 
and 


honorable men in it, they seem to he con- 
spicuous exceptions to tho average talent 
and character of the body, and it is evident 
enough that it no longer occupies the high 
place in public confidence aud esteem that 
it held a quarter of a century ago. And 
now that Congress is iu session, aud its first 
debates and acts iuvito tho disparaging 
criticism and revive the suspicion of the 
country, it is impossible not to contrast it 
in important respects with that body when 
it was led by statesmen like Webster find 
Beuton, Clay and Calhorm and John Quiucy 
Adams. 


Doubtless the decline of Congress is part- 


Iv owing to tho decline of politics iu the 
country. 
Business has overshadowed legis- 


lation. 
Trade, speculation, and the great 


industries of the country have absorbed 
much of the talent and interest which fifty 
years ago found their appropriate and al- 
most only outlet in public life. Our numer- 
ous colleges and educational institutions 
have drawn off talents and culttiro of an- 
other sort, while journalism has trenched 
very largely on the political domain. 
The 


caucus system has pushed forward a class of 
third-rate men, and the free use of money 
for electioneering purposes has had a dam- 
aging effect on the character of officials. 


The party mills griud out very small men. 


Tho parties put n premium ou truciliuR and 
deinagogisin. 
They want men who will 


serve the country," nnd naturally select 
trimmers and managers in preference to 
statesmen for their representatives. It is 
hardly a question that the bitter attacks anil 
incessantly criticising and damaging insinua- 
tions of the press ou Congress have lowered 
it in public estimation, and have destroyed 
tho ambition of our ablest and best men to 
belong to it. This impersonal and irrespon- 
sible power, constantly addressing itself to 
the people and acting ou tho springs of 
public thought and movement, has arrogated 
a position above Congresses and courts aud 
Presidents; and, assuming lo speak for the 
people, dictates what shall be done, and 
distributes approval 
and 
condemnation 


according to a law of its own. 
Congress 


yields to'its dictation as to the commands of 
a master. 
There is n good deal of truth iu 


General Butler's sweeping charges against 
the newspapers. Their combined clamor 
against the hack-pay business frightened 
Congress into giving the best days of Ihe 
session lo the discussion of a matter so 
petty and pitiablo as to excite contempt, 
while questions of the utmost importance to 
the nation were pushed aside and compelled 
to wait 
If the press were infallible its in- 


fluence might bo advantageous: but its 
opinions are often superficial, aud its judg- 
ments unsound, aud its spirit base 
am-

Thin much, too, our foreignoi 
easily understands ; but he suddenly romcm 
bors'that Lord Palmerton was ft. member o] 
the House of Commons up to his death, al 
tho ago of eighty cue, and ho aska in con- 
sternation, was his, too, only a courtesy ti 
tie, and was Lord Palmer ton's father living 
at that time. 


It has to be explained to him that Lord 


Palmorston was a peer with a genuine titl 
of his CTi'n ; but then ho v/ss o;ily fin IrisL 
peer, not entitled, unless elected a represent- 
ative peer, to sit in the House of Lords, anc 
therefore qualified to be chosen as ft member 
of tho House of Commons. 
Then perhaps 


he is puzzled about, Lord Kusscll, who ho 
knows Bat in the House of Commons for a 
long time and now sits in the House of Lords, 
and who has not succeeded to any peerage h: 
the meantime, for the head of the house of 
Bedford is alive and well, and Lord Kusscll 
is far out of tho way of the succession in nny 
case. But hero comes iu a new condition of 
things. Tho queen conferred upon Lord 
John Bussoll, in 18(il, a peerage of his own, 
aud ho sits in tho House of Lords as Earl 
Buesell. In fact wo have at least iivo distinct 
classes of nobles who possess or are courte- 
ously gifted with titles. 
There are peers of 


England, peers of Ireland, peers of Scotland, 
peers of the United Kingdom (created since 
tho legislative union of tho three countries), 
and the sons of poors who bear titles of 
courtesy. 
Tho peers of England and those 


of tho United Kingdom sit in tho House of 
Lords by right, and cannot bo clouted to tho 
Houso of Commons. The Irish and Scotch 
peerfi sit in tho Houso of Lords only when 
they aro elected as representatives of their 
order there, and when not. so elected they 
may bo chosen to sit iu the House of Com- 
mons if they cnn render themselves accepta- 
ble to a constituency. Tho bearers of court- 
esy titles may sit in tho House of Commons, 
but not in tho House of Lords.—[77^ Duke
